"Tuik" is ei- 
pccud to be available in stores early 
this week- 

The defects were brought to 
Warner's attention by its various ac- 
counts nationwide. Considering the 
magnitude of both single and artist. 
Warner's opted not to go with any- 
thing less than a perfect pressing It 
Was also difTicull to isolate which 
parts of the country received the de- 
fectives. 

Fleetwood Mac has been huddled 
at Capitol Studios for three weeks 
t mastering the "Tusk" album which 
will be released Oct 12 It has taken 
nine months to produce the LP.

NEW ^ ORK Litigation among 
the Ohio Players and Iheir former 
record companies. Westbound and 
Phonogram, remains unsettled (ol- 
Uiwing recent appeals court deci- 
sions sending the five-ycar-old case 
hack lo the tnal court 

On March 8. 1974. the group filed 
suit against Westbound and Bridge- 
port Music, its publisher, lor a decl- 
arafoPr judgment that their contract 
was no longer enforceable 

Westbound and Bridgeport coun- 
terclaimed and filed their i>wn third- 
party complaint against Phonogram 
and Unichappel Music charging 
these firms With inducing the Players 
to breach their contracts and enter 
into new ones 

The tnal court had granted sum- 
mary judgment to the group, hold- 
ing the contracts void and unenfor- 
ceable and as a necessary 
consequence, lo Mercury, holding 
there could be no unlawful inter- 
ference with void contracts. 

In opinions dated Sept. 5. 1979. 
the Illinois Appellate Court. Third 
Division, reversed these rulings and 
sent the case back to tnal. with all 
judges in agreement 

Wliethcr the case will be settled, 
go hack lo tnal or further appealed 
to the Illinois Supreme Court is not 
yet known

typical ratio of drinks to cover 
charge revenue is 50't. 

A projected dailv trend of admis- 
sions for one ol the major proposed 
discos in New >'ork operating seven 
nighLs a week figures on Uking in 
6.000 patrons weekly More than 
halfcoming in on Friday ( 1. 500) and 
Saturday tl 700) nighis Lavjnihol 
Ac Horwaih figures on estimated pa- 
trons 600 on Monday. 500 for Tues- 
day, and again on Wednesday: 900 
on Thursday, and 300 on Sunday 

Lavanihol & Horwath aUi pre- 
pared a consolidation of several fi- 
nancial sutemcnLs indicating ratios 
of revenue and expenses for existing 
and proposed discotheques The 
projection shows thai a major disco 
wdl obtain two-thirds (66. 7^) of its 
revenue from cover charge and 
membership fees, and onc-ihird 
<33 3*^ ) from its bar On the expense 
side, the bar cosi\ run less than 9'i 
The biggest expense item is payroll 
at 277 with another 25'f for other 
operating cosb. This leaves plenty 
for rem (6*?). insurance (2f ). with 
31 4f of the income available for 
depreciation, amortization and debt 
service 

A discotheque with an average 
weekly lake of 5 000 patrons on a 
SIO admission, would have an in-

service- If the same discotheque tiH.>k 
SI. 5 million to gel going, ihc pay- 
back period would bcjusi under 1': 
vears. Hanstin's figures show fur- 
ther, using these assumptions, the 
annual return before debt scrs ice re- 
lated t<i project cost w'oulil be more 
lhan 70^ If any porlum of the proj- 
ect were finantcd. Ihe return on 
equity would be even greater 

While the figures all look promis- 
ing and profitable. Lavanthol & 
Homalh does not recommend that 
cveryi>nc should start building dis- 
cotheques Before rushing to cash in 
v»n the dtsco goldmine. Hanson 
warns investors that "the polentiat 
for failure is great " Hanson warns it 
IS difficult to predict the success of a 
disco because its acceptance de- 
pends often on "celebrities" fre- 
quenting the place, press coverage, 
public image and other "uncon- 
troltable" factors 

Also, discos require specialized 
management to develop a desirable 
concept, to market and promote the 
facility and to mainiain control over 
the large amounts of cash from ad- 
mission covers and drinks Hanson 
also warns the life of a club can be 
short if new and nuirc extravagant 
discos open The nature itl the mar- 
ket IS such, he sjys. that the newest, 
most "in" places will be the mc>st 
popular ".As a result." he repc»ris. " a 
discotheque has onK a lew \car> to 
be successful before a thorough ren- 
ovation IS required in order lo re- 
main competitive *' He points out 
that major discos gcneralls invest as 
much as S50.l)00 each year for 
newly-introduccd visual and sound 
equipment. 

Hansvm also reports thai because 
discoiheques are relaiivcK new as 
an "industry" classificalitm. success 
and failure rates and industry-wide 
studies are not available And it is 
unlikelv that anv large-scale studies 
will be prepared in the near future 
olher than his own studv u hich was 
designed to provide "some basis for 
devet4>ping an understanding of dis- 
cc>lheques as a business entity " 
Nonetheless, while discos mas be a 
fad to some extent, their type of en- 
tertainment IS likely to remain popu- 
lar ff)r some lime lo come

Tsui: New Eastern Superstar? 



HONG KONG-Alier Canto- 
rock. Canto-MOR'' 

The first artist signed to CBS/ 
Sony in Hong Kong. Paula Tsui, has 
already been dubbed by vimc local 
induslryilcs "the Chinese answer lo 
Dcbby Boone." but the fact is that in 
an exircmciv short lime, she's 
emerged as the most popular Chi- 
nese female recording artist in the 
region 

And whereas Canto-rock pioneer 
Sam Hui continues to gain wide- 
spread popularity m Japan, the soil 
shoe sentimentality of Tsui's remrd- 
ings has begun to make iniojds into 
the People s Republic of China 

"We haven't received any duett 
orders from China." says Tony Lee. 
aAr thief of CBS/Sony (Hong 
Kong) Ltd "But we arc pelting a 
great deal of feedhatk fioni dealers 
in Hong Kong saying that people 
here are now pitkmg up two tas- 
scttcs of Paula's ictordings. one lor 
their own use and one for taking into 
mainland China for their relatives 
What's more, xerox mpiev of ordi- 
nary photographs ol Paula are now 
bcmg sold tn that country'," 

hollowing the release of one al- 
bum lor Wing Hung Rtxords which 
reportedly sold a modest 15.000 
units. Tsui was signed lo CBS/Sony 
in late 1977. a few months before the 
company oiricially began business 
Her first album for Ihe label. 'On

What CBS/Sony did was to have 
Tsui record six Cantonese songs and 
SIX Mandaiin songs loi the first al- 
bum And then h>r the second, have 
her record three Mandarin numbers, 
and nine in Cantonese 

"Alter all." explains Lee. "the 
market here is geared towards Can- 
tonese matenal so the move was a 
natural one lo take ""The second al- 
bum IS slightly clavsicr. m lhal we c«- 
pei-icmcnled with diircrcnl insiru- 



mentatissns and arrangements than 
was attempted lor the release. 

"The songs arc a bit more compli- 
eatd. musically Ccruin things are 
pretty much drawn out. for instance, 
there's one track with a guitar solo 
that was meant to sound like Geoijc 
Benson 

"Hor the third album, we'll prob- 
ably attempt to record a concept 
disk, something along the fines of

"'Basically, she's a very. vcr\ giHKj 
singer Also, there is a siightly more 
pix-tic quality to her lyrics than. say. 
to Canto-riKk The suhjtvt mailer is 
a combination ol love and philoso- 
phy Some of the material has been 
translated from Japanese songs, 
whereas we've also dssne new ar- 
rangements to traditional Chinese 
folk simgs.

Hauke's Philosophy: 
No Preconceptions

FRANKFURT- "A producer 
must be open to what's new and yet 
not commercial He must give the 
musician creative freedom He 
mustn't think m terms of budgets 
Music only becomes Vommerciar 
when the buying public makes it so " 

The man speaking is Peter Hauke. 
producer of one of Europe's prime 
disco properties. Supermax. and 
pwner of Rockoko Productions, 
which has just joined with WE/\ In 
Icmaiional (Billboard. Sept. 15. 
1979) to deliver 10 new acts for the 
major. 

Despite his nirrenl disco creden- 
Hauke eschews the formula ap- 
proach to thts music just because it's 
the trend Music happens, music i.s 
in the air. and brings musicians into 
studios 

"When I began In produce Nek- 
lar. years ago. people said it 
wouldn't sell, that it was touUv un- 
commercial. Vet when success ar- 
rived, ihc music was suddenly 'com- 
mercial,' 

'TTircc years ago I was taking Ihc 
first Supermax tracks from company 
to company Again, experts said it 
«*5 monotonous, uncommercial. 
Now all that's forgoucn and Super- 
max IS 'commercial.' a 'irendscitcr' " 
Hauke's most recent project has 
^been new band. Blai-k Jack, signed 
to Berlin's Pmball Records -The 
first album was made almost inde- 
pendently by my crew of musicians 
over the last nine months." he ex- 
plains "International feedback has 
been more than just positive, and 
I'm Lonwfll i g O t li i l fo f c i gn «■** 
dienctf uill love that album, which 



melds rixk elements with music to 
dance to-and listen to." 

Though he proicsscs not lo 
analyze trends, the producer feels 
tastes will turn once again to what he 
terms "listen-to" music. "We work 
day for day, and live in music 24 
hours a day. Thai way. wc gel in- 
fluenced by the music scene, and we 
influence it. 

"Disco for me ts not neces-sanly a 
direction. It's just that different 
styles and elements of music have 
been made danccabic When people 
are fed up with disc4> and dance mu- 
sic, they'll probably want "lislen-lo" 
music again. Certainly thai will soon 
show " 

Hauke's preference is for the free- 
lance approach "As a freelancer. I 
do business with the companies 
whose chiefs and a&r men arc in the 
same groove as I am Without Jur- 
gen Oltcrstein. 1 wiiutd not regard 
Pmball as a partner for me Without 
Siegfried Loch. I wouldn't have 
made long-term deals f4>r my artists 
with WF.A " 

The producer's pact was nego- 
tiated m August with LcK'h and 
WEA International presidcnl, Nc- 
suhi Ertegun Hauke wilt work with 
fellow producers Kurt Haucnstein 
and Ingo Schan/. latter ex-aJicr man- 
ager of Bellaphon Records Outfil 
has its own studios. Hotline 

First productions under the WEA 
deal feature Einstein. Beau Kall- 
mann and Bamboo These and

Neubert had si>me scathing com- 
ments to make abtuil the V K. in- 
dusirv "It's been a very depressing 
cxpcnenLC." he sa\s "The Ci»nfer- 
encc scssums made nu>ncy. bul ihc 
trade fair seclitm lost it As many as 
80 U K people who were fulls paid 
up failed li> attend and I'm totalis at 
a loss to understand this "

Given the poi>r economic shape of 
the U K industry. Neubert is un- 
likels lo put his head on the block a 
third time Instead he is considering 
allernativc plans for next year- con- 
centration on the conference aspect 
povsiblv. or else a trade fair angled 
more to hardware than software 
Even a public festival formal has 
been mtHiled. with bands, presenta- 
tions and star appearances in co-op- 
craiion with a radio station. 

"I said in Ihe brt>chure for Inter- 
pop" concludes Neubert. "that Irade 
fairs are made by ihose who lake 
part in them If participants don't 
turn up. ihen there is nothing thai 
wc as organizers can do about it *'
